Burrus, or Taylor, had letters and pic-

cate that he is Taylor, the fugitive. 

He is sald to have confessed his crime to

Among Burrus’ effects were two fine book 
marks inscribed “G. B. T.,’’ pasted on them. 
He says they belonged to a friend. The 
man made no resistance, but denies that he 
is the murderer. Officer Bryan, who ar-

MEEKS FAMILY MURDER. 


The murder of the Meeks family, of

Meeks 
loadéd his family, consisting of his wife 
and three young children, into the wagon, 
and, with the Taylor brothers, drove away. 


Child Tells

Next morning Nellie Meeks, the youngest 
child, wandered to the home of Mrs. Sallie 
Carter, a neighbor of George Taylor. The 
little girl was covered with blood, and there 
was an ugly wound in her head. She was 
badly dazed, and could only say that her 
fa er, mother, brother and sister were 
under a haysetack on Mr. Taylor's farm 
and they were all bloody, and she couldn't 
wake them up."

COST S368 A DAY 


Sum Gity Would Have to Pay 
for Clarifying Water. 


ESTIMATE MADE BY CHEMIST 


IN SUMMER THE CosT 
OFTEN GO TO $857. 


WOULD 


Ex-Water Commissioner Holman Says 
Amount of Alum Required Would 
Be From One to Three 
Grains to a Gallon. 


If the city of St. Louis should use alum to 
clarify the water supply, .it would use, at 
the lowest estimate, an average of 65,000,000 
grains of the chemical a day. 

There might be.days when 300,000,000 
grains of alum would not be too much to 
clear the water. 

There are 7000 grains in a pound. A pound 
of: commercial alum, or sulphate of al- 
umina, costs two. cents. There are 400 
pounds in a barrel. A barrel costs $8. 
Twenty-three barrels are the equivalent of 
65,000,000 grains. Twenty-three barrels 
would cost $184. 

This computation is based on the state- 
ment of the water department that the’ 
average distribution of water per day is 
65,000,000 gallons and the statement of the 
chemists that it will require at least a 
grain of alum to clarify a gallon of water. 
According to the chemists the condition 
of the water might be such at times that 
three grains would be needed. That would 
make the cost three times as great, or 
$552 a day. 


Some Sunimer Days 
Cost Would Be $857. 

Some days in. midsummer the water de- 
partment distributed 100,000,000 gallons. On 
such a day, if a grain of alum was suffi- 
cient to clear a gallon of water, 100,000,000 
grains of alum would be used, at a cost of 
$285. If three grains were necessary to 
clarify a gallon of water on such a day, 
900,000,000 grains would be required, at a 
cost of $857. 

Ex-Water Commissioner M. L. Holman 
is authority for the statement that the 
amount of alum required would be. from 
one to three grains to the gallon. His state- 
ment is hased on the results of experiments 
made under his directon by Chemist John 
Wixfora: over a period df several years.

If there is no lime in the water naturally, 
lime has to be introduced where alum is 
used, 

Alum may be introduced either in lump 
or powdered state, or in the form of a sat- 
urated solution. It is usually introduced in 
solution because it is then ready to do its 
work of coagulation at once. 

The chemical is reduced to solution in 
vats or tanks at the edge of the reservoirs 
in which it is to be used. 

As soon as the solution is mixed with the 
water the process of coagulation will begin, 
provided always that there is lime in the 
water. Light flecks of precipitate are 
formed. These sink slowly to the bottom 
of the reservoir. The suspended solids are 
caught by the sinking flecks and carried 
to the bottom. The clarified water can then 
be drawn. off and distributed. 

The degree of clarity is determined by 
the amount of alum used. Experts say that 
the water cannot be made perfectly clear 
by coagulation without using more alum 
than would be wholesome. 


FILTRATION PLAN UNSETTLED 


Water Commissioner Flad’s Draft of 
an Ordinance Sent to City Coun- 
selor for Legal Opinion. 


Water Commissioner Flad’s draft of an 
ordinance for a filtration plant was sent to 
the city counselor yesterday instead of be- 
ing considered by the City Council. This 
action was taken to establish the superior- 
ity of a committee of the whole approving 
the ordinance over the unfavorable report 
on the measure of the water committee, or 
otherwise. 

There is something of a wrangle over the 
ordinance, a former bill presented by Com- 
missioner Flad having been held up in the 
Council on the ground that it embodied 
two methods for purifying water.

The first active work looking towards the 
construction of increased terminal facili- 
ties for New St. Louis has been started by 
the St. Louis Terminal Association, which 
is now negotiating for large property in- 
terests situated in North St. Louis and 
bounded by Washington avenue, North 
Market, Third street and the levee, 

It is understood, too, that the Terminal 
Association will establish a freight and 
passenger station at Broadway and Biddle 
street on the site now occupied by the old 
*“Round Top’’ market. 

The market building is of an age almost 
| contemporaneous with that of St. Louis 
itself, and in the early days was the cen- 
tral marketing place for the entire popula- 


tion. 
For the past seven or eight years it has 
not been used, except occasionaliy for 


warehouse purposes. 

It is said to be the intention of the Ter- 
minal Association to make the branch sta- 
tion as elaborate, commensurate with its 
size, as any in the country. 

The original plan was to have the sta- 
tioneat Third street and Washington ave- 
nue. 

One may be erected at that: point, but 
not for handling any freight traffic. 


COST TO BE $150,000. 
The plans for the Broadway branch sta- 
tion contemplate an expediture of $150,000, 
The Terminal Association is reliably re- 
ported to have obtained an option on 3000

The work on the proposed improvements 
is to be begun at once, as the plans were 
finally appzoved at a meeting of the gen- 
eral managers’ committee, held yesterday, 
at which the various proprietary interests 

of the association were represented. 

The most needed improvement to relieve 
delay is the enlargement of the throat of 
the train shed. The express office buildings 
are to be removed from the Eighteenth 
street side of the train shed yards to the 
Twentieth street 2.

CORSETS IN THE SKY. 


That Is Way Sign of the “Kabo”’ Cor- 
sets” Looked. 

Crowds of curious persons stood on the 

downtown street corners the past two 

nights with necks craned, looking at the 


words ‘‘Kabo Corsets,’’ apparently painted 
on the sky. 

The words appeared MWirectly over the 
Holland building, a shaft of light from the 
top of the building emblazoning them to 
nocturnal pedestrians. 

Instead of befng painted on the starry 
dome, the inscription is painted on a ban- 
ner 18 feet long, fiying from a string at- 
tached to a scientific kite, or aeroplane. 
By day the kite, string and banner are 
noticeable from the street. The kite Is 
let out to a distance of 600 feet from the 
ton of the building and the banner is strung 
300 feet from the roof. 

At night a searchlight is placed on ‘ 
of the building and flashed at the kite. It 
is a 5000 candle power light and makes the 
words ‘‘Kabo Corsets” startlingly resplen- 
dent on their inky background. 

The aeroplane is owned 7 Simon Flor- 
sheim of Chicago, head of the corset com- 
pany. He has displayed the kite in Mil- 
waukee, Minneapolis and Omaha and after 
his agents have been here two weeks they 
be show the kite through the southern 
cities. 

The kite is known as the ‘“‘Conyne aero- 
lane,”’ being named after its inventor, a 
hicago man. It is not flat, like an or- 
dinary kite, but is constructed more like 
@ small balloon. In the smaller cities, 
where it has been exhibited, the kite cre- 
ated a furore and advertised the ‘‘Kabo 
Corsets’’ quite effectively. 

The kite is taken about the country by 
two men who are experienced in the wor 
of = ge A aeroplanes. It requires consid- 
erable skill to get the kite into position, 
especially if the wind is strong. he kite 
has a keel and a rudder and is operated 
on a solentific basis. 

When it is in position at night, the light 
is thrown upon it in such a way that 
neither the string or the kite is visible. 
Only the banner, with the words ‘“‘Kabo 
Corsets,"’ is visible. 


COAL OUTPUT IN ILLINOIS. 


Thirty Million Tons Were Mined Dur- 
ing Last Year.

Statistics will show that during the year 
ending June 30, last, Illinois produced 30,-

GOVERNMENT'S ABANDONMENT 
OF STREAM FATAL TO TOWN. 


When River Is Filled With Snags and 
Little Boats Are Gone Its 
Glory Will Be Only 
a Memory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BENTON, Mont., Oct. 18.—~Montana fears 
that she is soon to be deprived of her only 
port and the town of Benton as its chief 
glory. When the government gives up work 
on the Missouri river, and that is predicted 
by many to be soon as the present appro- 
priation is exhausted, the blow will fall. 

The average easterner has never heard 
probably that Montana has a port, and a 
glance at the map will not confirm the 
statement. Yet, through the Missouri river 
and its big sister, the Mississippi, the state 
has an outlet to the sea. The head of navi- 
gation on the Missouri is Fort Benton, 
and the distance to salt water is more than 
8000 miles. It is a voyage that is seldom 
made, and it is possible that in a short 
time it will be impossible. 

The government has been fighting the 
Missouri for scores of years, and has grown 
pretty tired of it. The swirling, winding, 
treacherous stream of muddy water refuses 
to stay where the government says it shall 
stay. It insists on sticking snags in the 
channel which the government dredgers dig 
out for the little sternwheel boats which 
ply upon it, and in other ways it has proved 
most troublesome. It has contested every 
effort to tame it, and now it has practi- 
cally won its fight. It can become a wild 
thing again as soon as it likes, so they 
say. 


Railroads Have 
Superseded Vessels. 
If the railroads had not made the steam- 
boat business am unprofitable one the 
United States would have never let up on 


the Missouri. Within the last 15 or 20 
years, however, the country which used 
to depend on the river has been criss- 
crossed with railroads. They have grabbed 
all the freight, and the passengers come 
of their own ac bo ere ig little for 
the steamers to do. There are a few short 
runs between railroad points, to be sure, 
which still show a margin of profit, but 
there is not efiough of them, it claimed, 
to justify the government in spending $60,- 
000 a year in keeping the river open. 

It is surprising the extent to which the 
railroads have built up the Mis@ouri coun- 
try. From Great Falis to St. Louis there 
are railroads everywhere. In Montana the 
record for fast railroad building was broken 
in 1887, when 560 miles of Great Northern 
track were laid and ballasted into sub- 
stantial shape [tn six months. It was a

When Secretary Mcody tn his East St. Louis speech said a word 
for a deep waterway from Chicago to the gulf he touched an issue 
sure to grow in importance with the expansion of commerce— 
an issue which, it may be, will overshadow others, now much 
more conspicuous. 

Gov. Yates, who accompanied the secretary, declares that the 
expenditure of $15,000,000 in addition to the $25,000,000 already ap- 
propriated would ensure deep water from Chicago to St.Louis and 
would greatly benefit the commerce of Illinois. 

But the problem is larger than any local interest. It directly 
involves the Mississippi Valley and indirectly the entire country. 

Statistics frequently published In the Post-Dispatch demonstrate 
the power of water carriers over railway rates. Wherever water 
competition ig felt, there rates are reasonable, and where such 
competition is absent, the roads charge ‘“‘what the traffic will 
bear,” which means in most cases everything up to the prohibitive 
point. 

A deep waterway to the gu'f navigable for heavy draft vessels 
is perfectly practicable, depending upon reasonable appropriations 
id continuous werk. 

Recently liberal-minded railroad men have declared that water 
transportation would help the reads by developing the commerce 
of the country and the belief is strong that all interests would 
unite to support a national scheme of systematic improvement 
if proper effort were made.

MAKING SOLIDS INVISIBLE. 


A transparent body of any shape disap- 
pears, states Prof. R. W. Wood, when im- 
mersed in a medium of the same refraction 
and dispersion, and if we could find any 
traansparent solid having these physical 
properties equal to those of air it would be 
absolutely invisible.

DENNY'S ACTION AIDS BOODLERS 


Moved That Mayor’s Ordinance Call- 
ing for $15,000 be Returned to 
the Council. 


Delegate Charles J. Denny, who is under 
indictment for alleged bribery and perjury 
and who is at liberty under $45,000 bond, 
succeeded in blocking Mayor Wells’ ordi- 
nance for an additional appropriation for 
$15,000 to aid the circuit attorney in prose- 
cuting the boodlers last night.
